THE EXPLANATION. 

Yesterday, being in the neighbourhood, I 
took the opportunity of visiting the school 
to seek out the reason for such exceptional 
success in school athletics. I was not five 
minutes talking to the principal of the school 
before the explanation was disclosed. The 
teacher, Mr, Richard J. Kenny, is himself 
en old athlete, who some ten years ago was 
one of the beat known wheelmen in this coun- 
tv, and the winner of numerous champion- 
ships in the West of Ireland. With him the 
present movement for the development of 
athletics, especially among school boys, is 
something more than a hobby—it is a con- 
suming passion, and for the seventeen vears 
that he has been teaching at this school—al- 
though he is still in the middle thirties— 
he has, in season and out, given his tite 
and energies towards bringing out all that 
was best, not only in the boys directly 
under his charge, but in many of the adult 
athletes of his county. As far back as 
1918 the Mount Welcome Boys carried off the 
Bovs’ Relay Championship at Croke Park. 

One of the most successful of the bovs 
trained here was Kelly, of Williamstown, 
who afterwards figured so prominently with 
Salford Harriers in England, being reckoned 
ene of the finest steeplechasers in England 
in 1921-22. Another boy was O'Reilly, who 
won the Irish Marathon five years in succes- 
sion, and is now a very successful runner 
with the Spartan Club, in Toronto. Groarke, 
of Fahare; Conneely, of Oughterard, and 
Geed, of Roscomman, all successful distance 
men, also graduated here. 

There is something, after all, in heredity ; 
most of the boys Rating in last season's 
successes and still at the school are the 
sons or nephews of long-distance runners who 
made the Ballinaslos and Roscommon cross- 
country clubs famous in the early years of the 
present century. 


BUILDING-UP STAMINA. 

I believe in getting hold of the boys young— 
nywhere from the age of ten—said Mr. 
Kenny, and my idea is, by starting very 
slowly, to build up stamina as the first thing 
fo go on. The speed will come later, but by 
beginning in this way the boys are in fine 
shape by the time they are about sixteen. I

is a tin containing white-hot lime-stones 
saturated with olive oil. Boiling water is 
gor on the stones, which give off a thick, 
eavy vapour. Sometimes the stones are 
saturated im ammonia or turpentine. The 
boys are then massaged all over with a 
special preparation, the main ingredient of 
which is an iodine herb, which grows plenti- 
fully in the district. The prescription for 
this lotion Mr. Kenny was fortunate to 
receive from a famous German athlete in 
Germany a few years ago. The-effect of the 
lotion is that the boys’ skin turns a sun- 
brown, much the same as is caused by sun- 
bathing. The massage is followed by a 
hosing down with hot and then cold water. 
The result of this intense system is that 
the training is really completed hefore the 
boys run a race, and, as a matter of fact, 
during the actual season of racing they do 
absolutely no training at all. They are tuned 
up and t in form with an occasional run. 


USE OF THE FILM. 


In addition to the indoor training, Mr. 
Kenny, who is keenly interested in films, and 
last year took a film on tour to America, 
believes in showing to his boys slow-motion 
filins of some of the best runners of the day. 
He is fortunate in having a very spacious 
hall in which the training and showing of 
the films is possible. His idea is that the 
Education authorities should co-operate in 
setting "P in different centres supplementary 
schools for athletics, where boys from the 
schools around could come, one day a week 
or so, and undérgo such a system of training 
as he pursues. 

He favoured greatly the use of the film as 
a medium for education, and he thought that 
the young athletes could learn mich from 
slow motion pictures of such great runners as 
Nurmi. There were throughout the country 
many old disused buildings, such as work. 
houses and discarded mansions, which, at 
little cost, could be converted into training 
centres. He himself was hoping to complete 
the fitting out of a first-rate gymnasium, with 
running track, playing fields, and a swimming 
pool, where boys could be taught athletics 
on proper lines. 

Listening to Mr. Kenny outlining his pet 
scheme one had little doubt that his immense 
enthusiasm in the cause of athletics would 
carry him to success, and that, whatever may 
happen elsewhere, athletics will be to the 
fore in East Galway.

For many, if not 
all, of these connections, literary evidence 
can be called on to corroborate. Ireland's 
position in this complex is summarised in 
Professor Porter’s concluding phrases: 

“From the sixth century until the ninth 
Treland stood at the head of European 
culture. This has long been recognised. 
What is new, and what I hope I have 
made clear in these lectures, is that in the 
tenth century Ireland produced a sculpture 
which is not only immeasurably in advance 
of all the rest of Europe, but is among the 
remarkable manifestations of mediseval 
art.’’ If this claim were put forward by 
one of ourselves, it would be regarded 
doubtless as hyperbole, but coming from 
a leading authority on Romanesque art its 
justice cannot be gainsaid. 

There are few positive defects in the 
book, but one would have wished for an 
elucidation of the morphology (form-evola- 
tion) of the crosses and some generalisa- 
tions at least on the subject of their 
ornamentation. Attention may be called 
to a badly balanced reference to the 
Ardagh Chalice om p. 71 and on p. 98 
‘“ porches in several stories’’ are wrongly 
regarded as a feature of Irish architecture.

HE first issue of ‘‘ The Year Book of 
Education ” is a remarkable book. 
Its aim is to give a view of education 
throughout the world, but with special 
emphasis on its workings in Great Britain. 
Such a task will not be completed before 
the publication of several more year books. 
and it is the intention of those responsible 
for this production that succeeding issues 
shall make up the necessary deficiencies 1n 
the first. 

The prerent volume contains the best 
part of one hundred articles by experts 
who are well qualified to set forth those 
parts of the field allotted to them.

“Che Christmas Tree. 


The Christmas tree is supposed to have 
had its origin when St. Boniface was con- 
verting the pagan sun-worshippers of 
Northern Germany. Every year these 
Ea used to sacrifice a young man to 
he sun some time in the late Autumn, 
trying by this sacrifice to induce the 
retreating sun to remain and spare them 
‘the rigours of winter. In the year 724, 
when the tribesmen were assembled for 
the sacrifice, Boniface boldly interfered 

and stayed the hand of the executioner. 

With his wond-rful eloquence he calmed 
the crowd of worshippers, and immediately 
began fo preach to them of his own faith. 
Within.a short time the converted tribes- 
mem decided to cut down the huge oak at 
which the sacrifice used always to be 
made. “The story runs that, as the great 
tree fell. it knocked down a number of 
others, but left standing a fir sapling. 

bon after Boniface had a wooden church 

built there, and every year during the 

Christmas festivities the peonle danced 
around the fir tree and gradually accepted

Gden Quay. 


A query about the position of Paradise 
place caused a discussion concerning the 
probable explanation of the name, and 
finally led to remarks on other Dublin 
lace names. The view was expressed. that 
den quay had, doubtless, some associa- 
tion with Paradise ‘place, and I think it 
might interest your readers to know how 
this Liffey-side place received its name. In 
the year 1782 the Right Hon. John 
Beresford received a letter in which the 
following words were found: “ Tf our great 
plans should ever go into execution for the 
improvement of Dublin, I beg that you 
will contrive to edge my name into some 
street or into some square opening to a 
bridge, the Bank or the Four Courts.’’ 
This letter was sent by the Right Hon. 
William Eden, Chief Secretary 1780-82. 
Hence the name Eden quay. 


Red-Legged Partridge. 


Prejudices die less rapidly in country 
places than “in the more progressive cities. 
This can be seen’ in the English rustic’s 
attitude to the red-legged partridge. This 
bird, when hunted, prefers to keep on the 
ground as much as possible, with the result 
that they very seldom show for a shot; 
but the modern method of using a team 
of beaters forces the red-legged partridge 
to take the air. Curiouslv. enough, once 
in the air it is a faster bird than the grey 
partridge, and so gives better sport. For 
this reason they are growing popular with 
those sportsmen who employ beaters, while 
frowned on by those who prefer to ramble 


forth with a dog. 
Ghe Barber's Pole. 


Passing through a country village the 
other day, I noticed outside a hairdresser’s 
saloon one of those fast-disappearing relics 
of other davs—a barber’s pole. The origin 
of these, I think. is not usually known. 

In the time of Edward IV. barbers were 
the only persons who practised surgery. 
In addition to their present-day work, 
they undertook the practite of ‘‘ blood- 
letting and drawing of teeth.”

KAMET. 


MR. F. S. SMYTHE'S LECTURE. 


““Beíore the Great War the whole theory of 
Himalayan mountaineering was to rush it. 
Such tactics, when directed against such 4 
high-altitude peak as Mount Kamet, are bound 
to fail,” said Mr. F. 8. Smythe, F.R.G.S., 
in a lecture entitled “‘ The Conquest of Mount 
Kamet,”’ delivered in the Members’ Hall, 
Ballsbridge, yesterday afternoon. Mr. Smythe 
was the only British member of Professor 
G. O. Dhyrenfurth’s Kangchenjunga Expedi- 
tion of 1920. 

‘‘Kamet is so complex,’’ went on Mr. 
Smythe, “ that, prior to 1951, all parties that 
tried the ascent got on the wrong peak 
altogether. They always got on to the 
eastern peak.’ The British Himalayan 
Expedition of 1931 had two objects—the 
ascent of Kamet, 25,443 feet high, and the 
second highest peak in the [british Empire. 
and also the exploration of the sources of 
the Ganges. Thev left for the base of the 
peak in April, and in a few weeks’ time they 
saw the Himalayas forty miles away, “ rising 
like some titanic, foam-crested reef from the 
waves of blue foot-hills.’" The party con 
sisted of six Europeans, including Captain 
Burney, the lecturer, Mr. Holdsworth, a 
Cambridge double Blue; Mr. Shipten, from 
Kenva Colony, and Dr. tireen, with ten 
Darjeeling porters, all Everest and Kangchen- 
junga veterans, as weli as local labour. After 
a long and arduous climb, which extended 
over several weeks, the fifth. and highest. 
camp was estabished at an altitude of 25,000 
feet. On the 6th of June, at 3.0 a.m. Holds- 
worth, the lecturer, Shipton and three porters 
set out on the final climb. The final 400 
feet was very steep, but rhythmic climbing 
was possible, remarked the lecturer, 
“on rhythm everything depends in high- 
altitude climbing.’’ The climh was accom- 
plished, a native porter being the first to set 
foot on the summit of Kamet, and two days 
later a second party also made the ascent.

CRAFTSMANSHIP IN 
DUBLIN.

EW deputies in the new Dail, when it 
N assembles after the general election, 
will see before them a brand-new 
speaker s chair. 
Behind a little shop in Dublin yesterday 
I discovered craftsmen working on the

The men who are engaged on this work are

told by the proprietor of the shop; for 
machinery has almost wiped out the produc- 
tion of hand-made furniture. “Yet,” he 
added, '' there is a great demand for furni- 
ture which has been made by hand, and I 
am convinced that, if prosperity is ever to 
be brouwt back to any country, it will only 


hands. ” 

It was here that the dining-room furniture 
for both President Cosgrave and the Duke 
of Abercorn, Governor of Northern Ireland. 
was made, as well as all the furniture for 
Clarence House, the residence of the Duke 
of Connaught. I was shown also an article 
of furniture which is now being made for a 
member of Mr. Cosgrave’s Government, a 
welcome indication that our principal 
politicians are supporting Irish industry. 

In the drsty workshop | saw also in course 
of construction for a distinguished English 
artist an ornate stool, in which these crafts 
men, scorning mechanical aid, had expressed 
themselves through their chisels in beauti- 
fully-carved designs during weeks of con- 
centrated endeavour. The proprietor, for 
whom wood-working is a passion rather than 
a profession, told me of the patient thought 
which goes into the making of every one of 
these pieces. 


DESIGNING IN QUIET. 
“ When designing any of these things,” he 
remarked, ‘‘ I have to be left alone and un- 
disturbed, so that I can concentrate on it, 


and watch it. growing up in my thoughts. 


For a sideboard, for instance, I always take 
the top first, and shape it again and again 
until I reach a shape that pleases me; then 
I put it aside until I think out other parts to 
fit on to it. Sometimes, after I have taken 
great trovhle to get the first part done, I 
go no further. 

‘* One of the points about this sort of work. 
too, is that a design is never repeated. Every 
article of furniture that I’ make is absolutely 
original, because I always destroy my designs. 
Often it means a loss of money in producing 
an article.”’ 

He showed me a dainty satin-wood secre- 
tmre, delicately inlaid, and exhibiting the 
most fragile workmanship. He had made this 
to sell for £80, but on account of the altera- 
tions that had to be effected before the work 
was completed. the cost of construction 
amounted to £100. ‘‘ Now,” he said, “the 
job will not do, and I shall have to change 
the whole of the top part. I shall keep that, 
though, and one day I shall design another 
bottom half to complete another piece of 
furnitare.”’

The owner was asking £10,000 for the 
building and land, and it would need £3,000 
to equip it. The alternative scheme was to 
erect a pavilion in the County Home grounds,

Divided Counsels. 

Mr. Macdonald’s Cabinet has reached 
the startling decision that its members 
may be disunited for the sake of national 
unity. It is not surprising¥that trouble 
has arisen within the Cabinet in the matter 
of tariffs; but the proposed solution—to 
leave the trouble unsolved—will surprise 
everybody. On Thursday the committee 
which has examined the tariff problem 
presented its first report to a full meeting 
of the Cabinet. According to substantial 
rumour, this report recommends a system 
of tariffs in two stages—a general tariff of 
ten or fifteen per cent. on manufactured 
goods and, beyond that, a higher scale of 
duties restricted in their incidence. The 
Cabinet’s unanimous agreement on the 
Board of Trade Orders was a good omen, 
which, however, has not been fulfilled. 
Its committee on tariffs was not 
unanimous, and the minority included 
Viscount Snowden. It is understood that 
he is supported by three other members 
of the Cabinet—Sir Herbert Samuel, Sir 
Donald Maclean and Sir Archibald 
Sinclair. A majority of the Cabinet, in- 
cluding, as we gather, those two eminent 
Liberals, Mr. Runciman and Sir John 
Simon, is ready to go forward with the 
new scheme of tariffs. In these circum- 
stances the Cabinet has decided to tolerate 
dissent. It announces that ‘‘ Ministers 
who find themselves unable to support the 
conclusions arrived at by the majority of 
their colleagues on the subject of import 
duties and cognate matters are to be at 
liberty to express their view by speech and 
vo 

The British Constitution is patient of 
anomalies, but it is assailed now by the 
most daring innovation within living 
memory. For centuries, indeed, the 
collective responsibility of the Cabinet 
has been the most sacred tradition 
of British politics. There have been 
rare cases in which a Minister 
of high standing quarrelled with his 
colleagues on some minor issue and kept 
his seat in the Cabinet. Hitherto there 
has been no case in which a Minister has 
kept his seat in the Cabinet after dis- 
agreement with his colleagues on the 
actual issue that had put that Cabinet 
in power. Now not merely one Minister, 
but four, are invited to remain in the 
Cabinet although they reject the most 
overwhelming verdict which the country 
has given in modern times. Within a 
few days the British Government will put 
its tariff proposals before Parliament, 
and the Cabinet, as a whole, wil] recom- 
mend them. A party within the Cabinet, 
led by the dominating personality which 
is mainly responsible for the National 
Government’s existence, will criticise 
those proposals out of its intimate 
knowledge of Cabinet affairs, and will 
go into the lobby against them. We do 
not say that this situation is impossibl»; 
for, through lack of precedent, Britain 
has no experience of such situations. 
There can be no doubt, however, that it 
will create manifold and extraordinary 
difficulties. By the Cabinet’s decision the 
course of tariff reform, which had seemed 
to be clear and open, becomes precarious 
and obscure. 

This innovation is made for the sake of 
national ‘unity. Will national unity be 
able to bear the strain? The young Con- 
servatives form the bulk of the Govern- 
ment’s majority; they are ardent for 
tariffs; only under strong pressure have 
they accepted the presence of any Liberals 
in the new Cabinet. Will their loyalty to 
Mr. Baldwin survive the prospect of an 
active Liberal war, within the Cabinet, 
against their darling schemes? The Prime 
Minister is challenging a grave crisis 
unless he can furnish some absolutely com- 
pelling justification of this audacious and 
bewildering experiment. Perhaps, “such

| Teparations-and war debts. Let us suppose 


that at Lausanne, or wherever the vital

Foreign Tourists. 

The absence of internal inflation and the 
lower value of the pound are egpeected to 
bring a rich harvest of visitors to these 
islands during the spring and summer. 
Reports from Paris indicate that travel 
from France to England already is in- 
creasing, and an interesting feature is the 
fact that most of these voyagers belong 
to the humbler classes. In Ireland, of 
course, the Eucharistic will 
furnish an exceptional attraction, but, 
even if this year were an ordinary year, 
there is every reason to suppose that good 
results can be obtained from the tourist 
traffic if sufficient enterprise is shown. A 
growing demand for literature about 
English and Irish resorts is noticed by 
the Travel Association of Great Britain 
and Ireland; and this interest is not 
confined merely to questions about scenery 
and entertainment. Foreign travel to-day 
has many devotees among those to whom 
it was only a name some years ago, and 
these new travellers are eagerly concerned 
with the cost of accommodation and the 
prices in retail shops. The required infor- 
mation, therefore, must be furnished, and 
here the example of the British-Swedish 
Society can be followed with advantage. 
At the invitation of the Society catalogues 
of British tourist literature have been for- 
warded to Stockholm, with samples of 
the booklets that are available. These 
booklets, which deal fully with the hotel 
question, will be exhibited in Stockholm 
and in other Swedish towns. 
afoot to extend the practice to several 
European capitals. Several countries, of 
course, like Britain, are their 
citizens to spend their money at home 
during the present financial crisis; but, 
though this call to partriotism may check 
the flow of tourists to some extent, the 
Prince of Wales’s comment to the effect 
that “travel must be both ways’’ will do 
much to encourage movement. It is hoped 
that the foreigners will make use of the 
opportunities that are offered by the 
reduced pound. The foreign visitor takes no 
employment from the native of the country 
which he visits—indeed he causes employ- 
ment—and, as a rule, he spends money 
with a liberal hand. His spacious methods, 
of course, supply no reason why he shall 
be fleeced. The prudent course is to en- 
courage not only his return, but the 
arrival in following seasons of his friends, 
If this goal is to be attained, good value 
must be given.

The Housing Problem. 


Of all the great cities of Europe that 
suffered through lack of building activities 
during the War Paris probably found 
itself in the worst plight on the cessation 
of hostilities. Virtually no attempt had 
been made during the four years’ struggle 
to cope with the housing problem, and 
after the War houses and flats were 
at a monstrous premium. During the 
last few years, however, the Paris Muni- 
cipality has been very active. Under the 
Loucheur scheme fifty thousand dwellings 
in the form of flats are being built. The 
first batch was opened last vear, and this 
year some eighteen thousand further flats 
will be ready for occupation. The new 
apartments range in size from one room 
to six rooms, and will cost from 900 to 
9,000 francs per annum. The number of 
applications already is far greater than 
the supply of flats; but, as private 
builders also have been hard at work, the 
gap between supply and demand is likely 
to disappear in the near future, and the 
people of Paris once more will be «ble to 
obtain shelter at reasonable rents. In 
Dublin, as in many other cities, a certain 
amount of provision has been made for 
the housing of the poorer classes— 
although in this respect much remains to 
be done—but virtually nothing has been 
done to house the middle classes. Owners 


of private houses have contrived to create | 


so-called ‘‘ flats’’ which in many cases 
are let at exorbitant rents, and some of 
the streets of Dublin that formerly were 
‘“ fashionable’ have been turned into 
glorified slams. During recent years private 
builders have shown considerable enter- 
prise in the suburbs; but the cost of 
building is so high that none but the 
fortunate few can hope to purchase these 
new houses. The majority is forced to 
content itself with the “ kitchenette and 
use of bathroom ' type of dwelling. 
Dublin has much to learn from the 
Continent in regard to housing. Vienna 
already has shown a splendid example, 
and a study of the methods that have been 
adopted in Paris might lead to good 
results.

An Olive Branch. 


Balkan politics, to a large extent, are 
dependent upon the relations bebmeen 
Bulgaria and Yugoslavia. In recent years 
such relations have left something to be 
desired. Not only were the two countries 
on opposite sides during the Great War, 
but Bulgaria's sudden attack upon her 
Serbian allies in 1913 left an endur- 
ing legacy of bitterness. Lately, how- 
ever, an improvement has been notice- 
able, and during the last few weeks the 
Znamé, which is the organ of the 
Bulgarian Prime Minister, M. Mushanoff, 
has published a series of articles that 
foreshadow interesting possibilities of 
rapprochement, The Znamé’s  corre- 
spondent seems to wish for a union of the 
Southern Slavs, and, however improbable 
the realisation of such a dream may be, 
there is nothing in Balkan history which 
suggests that it is impossible. The Serbs,

Lorp SNOWDEN, 


The official announcement of the 
Cabinet's solution of its internal diffi- 
culties on the tariff question caused the 
greatest astonishment in political 
quarters, says the Press Association s 
Lobby Correspondent. No one had fore- 
seen the possibility of an arrangement 
that would absolve the minority in the 
Cabinet from responsibility for the tariff 
policy of the majority. are 

No authoritative indication has been 
civen of the identity of the dissenting 
Ministers, who are to remain in the 
Cabinet without being committed to the 
Cabinet’s policy on “ import duties and 
cognate matters,” but it is upderstood 
that they are Lord Snowden (Lord Privy 
Seal), Sir Herbert Samuel (Home 
Secretary), Sir Donald Maclean (Minister 
of Education), and Sir Archibald Sinclair 
(Secretary of State for Scotland) 

To Lord Snowden is attributed the 
most prominent part in opposing the tariff 
scheme in the Cabinet. During recent 
vears he has been regarded as the ablest 
and best equipped defender of free trade 
in British polities. Both friends and 
opponents are willing to believe that it 
was he who led the attack on tariffs in 
the Cabinet. 

The pozition now is that, by a majority 
decision, which commita only the 
majority, the Cabinet has decided to go 
ahead with the preparation of a tariff 
scheme for submission to Parliament. No 
time is. to be lost in carrying through 
the new legislation. Parliament will re- 
assemble on Tuesday, February 2nd, and 
the intention is to place the Tariff Bill 
on the Statute Book at the earliest 
possible moment. 


THE TARIFF SCHEME. 


The scheme suggested by a majority of 
he Trade Balance Committee is under- 
stood to propose a 10 or 15 per cent. duty 
in manufactured goods, with provision for 
a higher rate of duty in certain cases 

Whether the Committee’s scheme will 
embodied without modification in the 
ariff Bill now that minority members of 
he Cabinet are to be given liberty of 
action, remains to be seen.

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RKMAN’S FALL 
FROM VIADUCT. — 


LOST IN SIGHT OF 
COMRADES. 


From Our Own CoRnRESPONDENT, 


7 DROGHEDA, Friday. 

O fall more than a hundred feet from 

. the top of the Boyne viaduct into the 
river underneath, swim nearly one hundred 
yards to within a short distance of the 
river bank and then drown was the fate 
of Patrick Smith, Priest’s lane, Drogheda, 
a mechanic engaged in the reconstruction 
of the viaduct. 

At half-past three this evening Smith, 
who was working on the top of a gantry 
which collapsed a few weeks ago injuring 
two men, and had been re-erected, lost his 
balancé and fell over the side of the crane 
into the river, which is 110 feet below. 
He dropped feet foremost, and .fter cutting 
the water and disappearing for sme 
seconds, he rose to the surface and began 
to swim toward the boathouse slip, about 
one hundred yards further down the river. 


ALARM RAISED. 


He swam strongly for five minutes, his 
progress being watched eagerly by some 
people on the river bank and his fellow- 
workers on the bridge, all of whom joined 
in raising the alarm with a view to getting 
a boat from the Rowing Club boathouse to 
put out to his rescue. 

Meanwhile Smith had nearly covered 
the’ distance between the spot where he 
fell and the slip when he was seen to 
throw up his arms and sink. He came up 
once and then disappeared before the boat 
which had put out could reach him. 


VAIN EFFORT AT RESCUE, 


A fellow-worker, named O'Shea, from 
Scarlet street, Drogheda, who saw Smith 
fall, immediately threw a rope from the 
top of the bridge and scrambled down it 
to his comrade’s rescue, but the rope be- 
coming entangled in some of the iron work 
of the bridge he failed to reach the river 
in time to catch hold of Smith before he 
was swept down the river by the ebbing 
tide. 

The body was recovered in a short time, 
but artificial respiration pores unavailing. 

Smith was a married man with nine 
children, and the occurrence’ has caused 
widespread regret in Drogheda.

Another attempt by Bengal terrorists 
to assassinate an English magistrate was 
made to-day when a bomb was thrown into 
a railway carriage in which Mr. Harold 
Quinton, District Magistrate at Howrah, 
was travelling. Mr. Quinton was in a 
saloon attached to a train which left 
Howrah for Amata, and about half the 
distance had been covered when suddenly 
there was a loud report. 

Mr. Quinton, who is slightly deaf, 
thought at first that it was his own 
revolver which had gone off accidentally. 
He then looked out of the window to see 
if anyone was shooting game, but there 
was no one in sight. 

Meantime the shouting of the other pas- 
sengers brought the train to a stand-stil] 
and the bomb was then discovered. It had 
evidently consisted of a glass containing 
wire nails and four bullet slugs and bits 
of loincloth, for these were strewn about, 
while the outside of the carriage was 
stained a yellow colour from the powder 
and was deeply dented where the bomb 
had hit it.

It was past 5.30 when the Premier rose. 
The packed House listened intently as 
M. Laval spoke in his usual manner, 
clear and concise, unembroidered with 
gesture. 

Recalling Chancellor Bruening’s state- 
“ment to Sir’ Horace Rumbold that Ger- 
many could pay no more reparations, 
and the 
French Minister’s reply, “‘ voicing the 
legitimate protects of France,” M. Laval 
declared that the French Government 
would not allow any of the Treaties 
decreed by its predecessors to be pro- 
scribed. The Basel experts had admitted 
the necessity for a moratorium, but at 
the same time they had made a reserva- 
tion regarding the future because Germany 
possessed a very powerful economic equip- 
ment. 


DEFINITE PROVISIONS. 


“ We shall only accept reductions on 
reparations in proportion as reductions 
are granted us on war debts,’’ continued 
M. Laval. The provisions of the Young 
Plan had a definite character. They 
could not be modified. All that could be 
done was to alleviate the charges by 
moratorium. 

‘*‘ France has made many gestures of 
rapprochement, and many gestures of 
goodwill to facilitate European union, 
but France cannot agree that the will of 
Germany should alone dictate a solution. 
Such an attitude would produce the con- 
trary effect of awakening sentiments of 
national dignity. 

“Morality cannot be banned from in 
ternational action. The same rules of 
honesty which apply to relations between 
men apply to international relations.’’ 

Referring to Great Britain, M. Laval 
said that the British Prime Minister and 
he had not yet come to an . agreement 
about the future Reparations Conference, 
but that was only a question of time. 

Turning to disarmament, the French 
Premier said French policy was in con- 
formity with the League of Nations 
Covenant. France would maintain that 
attitude, but she would not accept im- 
provisations that might compromise her 
security. 

“ France has during the last ten years 
set the example by the reduction of her 
man power and her armaments, but she 
will go further. She will submit positive 
proposals for the realisation of the poli- 
tical conditions of immediate mutual 
assistance. 

“ The technical procedure of the reduc- 
tion of armaments will then be easy te 
work out.”

The Times to-day, in the course of a 
leading article on '' Agreeing to Differ,”' 
says:—TIhe real justification of the 
Cabinet’s action is that it faces facts, 
political and economic, at home and, 
above all, in foreign countries. Pedantic 
ingenuity will, no doubt, exercise itself in 
discovering precedents or the lack of pre- 
cedents. There are none which are strictly 
analogous, but, in any case, the search 
after precedents for actions in unpre- 
cedented circumstances is always waste of 
time. | 

If the electorate had wished to insist 
upon meticulous adherence to precedent, it 
would have rejected a Government which 
appealed to it in October without the 
usual kind of political programme. That 
was the time for present critics of the 
Government to pour ridicule on an 
alliance between statesmen who could not 
agree upon every item of policy. Instead 
of insisting upon precedent, the electorate 


majority, and its verdict has been amply 
justified. There is the most obvious and 
sincere agreement among all its members 
that no Government has ever worked 
better together as a team, and that deci- 
sions have been taken again and again 
with a complete unanimity which party 
Governments might cnvy. 


A COUNCIL OF STATE. 


The fact that it is a Government ot 
more than one party has not been an 
obstacle t» action, nor will it be so now. 
Unless the House of (Commons votes 
against th. policy now definitely adopted 
by most of the Cabinet, it will be re 
policy of the Government. That policy, 
which embraces the experimental use of 
tariffs on a wide scale, has neither been 
dropped ncr modified, and it goes wit* 
out saying that the continuation of the 
dissentient Ministers in office implies 
their loyal acceptance of the verdict of 
the House of Commons.

GENERAL STRIKE IN MALAGA. 


From Revter’s CORRESPONDENT. 
MADRID, Friday. 
HILE the Government forces are 
making headway in suppressing the 
revolutionary movement in Catalonia, 
trouble has now broken out at a fresh 
point by the declaration of a general strike 
at Malaga, in the South of Spain. 

In the view of the Government, as ex- 
pressed by Sefior Caballero, Minister 
of Labour, this cvening, the revolt in 
Catalonia, the general strike at 
Malaga, and the building strike at 
Madrid are all the prelude to a general 
revolutionary movement, timed to | 
begin on Monday next. 

Although admitting that disturbances 
were likely to break out at various points | 
in order to help the Catalonian rebels in 
their struggle, the Minister was confident | 
that the revolutionary movement would be 
d out. No revolution, he 
added, could succeed without the help of 
the Socialist members. of the Genera] Union 
of Workers, who would never lend their 
aid to the enemies of the Republic. _ 

Encouraging news, he said, had been 
received from the Manresa district, where 
the rebels were surrendering without re- 
sistance. : 


MANY ARRESTS. 


The strikers at Malaga damaged the 
points and permanent way outside the 
station, and so prevented the Madrid 


arriving in the station. 

A number of minor disturbances have 
occurred in connection with the building 
strike at Madrid, and forty strikers have 
been arrested. 

The Minister of Justice announced 
to-day that the Public Prosecutor is taking 
proceedings against Sefior Beunza, the 
leader of the Basque-Navarresque group in 
the Cortes, who was one of the speakers at 
last Sunday’s demonstration at. Bilbao, 
roy was followed by rioting and blood- 
shed. 

Coant Zubira and Sefior Urquiao, a 
well-known Bilbao banker, were later ar- 
rested on suspicion of instigating the re- 
cent disorders at Bilbao, and of supply- 
ing funds for the purpose. 


SITUATION UNCHANGED. 


In Government circles to-night complete 
confidence was felt in the ability of the 
{sovernment to handle the present diffi- 
enlt situation. In some quarters it is 
thought that the Government are _in- 
clined to emphasise the seriousness ot the 
treuble in order to rally all possible forces 
round them in their impending action 
against the Church. The next step in this 
campaign, which will probably be action 
against the Jesuits, is anxiously awaited. 
The latest news shows little change in 
the situation. The general strike at 
Malaga still continues, and two men have 
been wounded in disturbances there. 

The mining district of Figols, in Lerida, 
which was to-day occupied by troops, has 
heen in the hands of Anarchists since 
Monday. The revolutionaires seized 
arms, overpowered the authorities, and 
declared that they would fight to the 
death for possession of “ their rightful 
property.” The Civil Guards dared not 
interfere. as the men, whose Jeader was 
as cripple who had lost his leg in a pre- 
vious fight with the police, threatened to 


explode the bombs used in the mines.

CATALONIAN LEADERS 
BE TRANSPORTED. 


From Keorer’s CoRBESPONDENT. 
BAKCELONA, Friday. 

A sullen air of dread and apprehension 
to-day broods over Barcelona, and the 
city is full of rumours of a general strike 
and of other attempts at revolutiun. News 
is anxiously awaited from the outskirts 
of the city, where trouble is feared owing 
to the rumour that four hundred armed 
miners from Berga, one of the hotbeds of 
the revolutionary movement, are hiding in 
the near-by hills. ‘Ihirty-five fresh ar- 
rests were made in Barcelona this morn- 
ing, in addition to the numerous arrests 
made yesterday. 

News from the interior of Catalonia is 
slightly better to-day, At Manresa, 
where, by way of a dress rehearsal for a 
larger operation, revolutionaires yester- 
day seized the public buildings and tele- 
phone exchange, and proclaimed an inde- 
pendent republic, the military anthori- 
ties are in control to-day. Orders have 
been issued that persons breaking the 
law by carrying arms will be summarily 
shot. 

In Berga the rebels dispersed at the 
sight of the troops, after hanging out white 
flags. A large number of arrests were 
made and a quantity of bombs and re- 
volvers were seized. Here, as in Manresa, 
the tactics of demanding unconditional 
surrender within fifteen minutes have 
proved extremely effective. 


TROOPS MAKING HEADWAY. 

At other points, too, the troops are re- 
ported to be making headway in pacifying 
the disaffected districts. 

At Figols, where the red flag was yester- 
day flying over the Town Hall, the rebels 
hoisted a white flag this morning and 
surrendered, and the Republican flag is 
this afternoon again flying over the town. 

At Artes the revolutionaries have hoisted 
a black flag over the Town Hall. 

A number of the Catalonian leaders, 
together with persons implicated in the 
Bilbao disturbances, are to be transported 
to the Canary Islands on board the prison- 
ship Buenos Aires. 

Two destroyers are now on their way to 
Barcelona to escort. the Buenos Aires. 

Others of the revolutionaries are making 
their way across the hills in order to cross 
the frontier into France.

MANY CASUALTIES IN 
MALAGA SHOOTING,

GIBRALTAR, Friday. 

Serious Communist disturbances are re- 
ported to have occurred in Malaga this 
afternoon and many casualties were 
caused. The streets are occupied by 
troops, armed police and civil guards, who 
have placed machine guns at various 
strategic points. Shooting between the 
Government forces and the Communists is 
reported to be in progress. 

The daily motor *bus services between 
Gibraltar and Malaga are suspended.

Dhegeg sence we gr apprehension exists 
in Shanghai in view of the rising 
tide of antagonism between the Chinese 
and Japanese, due to the clashes which 
have occurred during the past few days. 

The authorities of the international 
settlemeht are in a dilemma in the matter 
betweén quietening down the anger of the 
huge Chinese population, which is seeth- 
ing with resentment at the recent actions 
of the Japanese in Manchuria, and the 
irritation of the Japanese residents in 
the settlement over the huge losses they 
have suffered from the anti-Japanese boy- 
cott. 

The irritation of the Japanese residents 


is coupled with the knowledge that they 
have the backing of a large naval force, | 
which will be reinforced to-morrow by the | 


aircraft carrier Notoro, a cruiser, four 
destroyers and four hundred Marines. 

These reinforcements bring the Japanese 
forces at Shanghai to ten warships and 
a thousand Marines, while a fleet of 
twenty-three warships at the naval base 
at Sasebo is standing by. They have also 
the support of the announcement made 
by the Japanese Cabinet that they “ have 
arrived at a decision to take the most 
appropriate measures suitable to the 
situation,” which, it is feared, may result 
in an attempt to usurp authority in the 
settlement unless the present tense situa- 
tion is alleviated. 

The Chinese Mayor of Greater Shanghai 


| has accepted the Japanese demands for 


the punishment of the assailants of the 
Japanese monks who were brutally 
assaulted by a mob of Chinese. He has 
also agreed to the payment of compensa- 
tion and an apology, but has not so far 
signified his willingness to prohibit the 
boycott and all anti-Japanese agitations, 
stating that he must first consult the 
Government authorities at Nanking. 
Admiral Shiozawa, the Japanese com- 
mander, has stated that, failing the 
acceptance of this demand, he will “be 
obliged to take such action as he deems 
necessary for the full protection of 
Japanese rights and interests.”’

Mr. E. C, Semple, Secretary, Irish 
Creamery Managers’ Association, when 
questioned on the subject, declared that

rices have fallen to an unprecedented low 
evel, so that Empire producers are ac- 
tually receiving less money for more but- 
ter, The butter rejected by Germany 
is bound to be diverted to the unsheltered 
British market.” 


CALL FOR BRITISH TARIFF. 


Mr. J. G. Stapleton (British Dairy Far- 
mers’ Association representative on the 
Empire Dairy Council), in an interview 
yesterday, said:—‘‘ The closing of the 
second biggest European butter market 
will probably result in an orgy of dump- 
jng im Great Britain, where the farmer 
is absolutely unprotected. The stimu- 
lation of butter-making by British far- 
mers will be impossible under the flooded 
conditions of the market. we 

“Immediate Government action is 
called for. A tariff of 3d. a lb. on foreign 
butter is urgently necessary if we are to 
save the Empire dairy industry from 
ruin.” 


BELOW PRE-WAR PRICES. 


Mr. H. E. Davis, London Manager cf 
the New Zealand Dairy Produce Board, 
. stated :—‘‘ The doubling of the tartif in 
Germany will mean chaos here. Butter 
prices are already so low that our far- 
mers are producing at a loss. Germany 
has quadrupled her butter tariff in four- 
teen months. She doubled it on Novem- 
ber 50th, 1930, and in the ensuing twelve 
months her butter imports fell by 32,900 
tons... The present increase will probably 
, throw within the next year at ‘east half 
a million cwts. of foreign butter on an 
already saturated British market. 

“An unfortunate feature is ihe in- 
evitable reduction of the Dominions’ capa- 
city to buy British goods, which must 
resilt from the collapse of prices. I will 
go so far as to say that we are in danger 
of seeing Empire ships dumping butter 
into the sea because there is no room for 
it owing to the flooding of the market 
by foreign butter. We are already seli- 
ing the best butter the Empire has ever 
produced at 15s. to 20s. a cwt. below 
the 1914 price.” :

The only other demand made by the rail- 
ways is that they should be allowed a free 
hand as to their railway freights. At pre 
sent the rates for the carriage of goods by 
rail are under the control of the Railway 
Tribunal, whose jurisdiction is confined to 
fixing a maximum rate, below which the rail- 
way cannot go by more than 40 per cent., 
and it is claimed that this is a shackle which 
ought to be removed; bat in effect. it is not a 
shackle, as the practice of the Railway 
Tribunal permits the railway to lower its 
rates below the 40 per cent., and to apply 
retrospectively for permission to do so, which 
is never refused in any reasénable case. So 
far as their rates for core of a 
road are concerned, the railways, any 
other lorry owner, can charge any rate they 
please.

So far as the closing of branch lines is 
concerned, the Railways Bill, now in the 
Senate, only applies to branch lines which 
are baronially guaranteed or which have been 
built with public money, and these branches 
the railways can close by leave of the 
Minister after the holding of a local public 
inguiry, the main question at which will be 
whether an alternative road service is 
assured.

FREE STATE PRODUCE. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES, 

Sm,—I have read in newspapers about 
meetings taking place in London between 
members of the British and Irish Free State 
Governments to try to arrange for a better 
market in England for Irish produce. As 
an Irishman resident in Liverpool, and a 
consumer of fairly large quantities of butter, 
bacon, , ete,, L would like to point out 
my’ experience. Out of sentiment, I would 
like»to use Irish produce, but, after a Jast 
trial of many, I have ceased to use it. It 
is not a question of price; for 1 pay more 
for Danish butter, and am now using New 
Zealand. An absolutely good, trustworthy 
article ig what we want, and a few pence 
here or there is nothing if we can get this. 
Produce must be graded to a standard. 


shall deal with my own personal experience 


Danish butter is absolutely trustworthy at 
nearly all seasops. New land butter 1s 
now practically as good as Danish, and at 
tha present season it is tip-top. We tried 
Irish butter during its seasons, and found it 
was not consistent. One wee 
excellent, next week full of water or milk 
and badly made up, in the following week 
it tasted cheesey and too salty. In my busi- 
ness Í simply could not go on using it; for 
my customers complained. I got the numbers 
of the boxes from my grocer, intending to 
write to some authority in Ireland, but was 
too busy at the time to do so. Regarding 
885: I pot a large case of eggs «ver fcr 
pickling from a southern co-operative society, 
and fonnd in some partly-formed chickens. 


and a gréat number were bad. Well, that. 


was the last of Irish eggs for us. Last 
summer Í got a few Irish eggs locally, and 
they were quite all right, but Í cannot forget 
my .experience of three years ago. Some tell 
me that they are now quite trustworthy. 
Danish bacon is always trustworthy. 
Certain grades are always the same—quality 
excellent. We tried irish again lately, but 
could not go on with it. Excellent son!ie- 
times, at others it was too salty, hard and 
tough, or oversmoked, and having a very 
pungent taste, as if smoked by some unsuit- 


able material, and too long in the smoking 


chamber. We could not rely on it, and 
cannot take chances. The market is here all 
right. Irish produce reeds to be shown more 
and advertised, but it must be of first-rate 
quality and trustworthy first of all and for 
all times I have an idea that sufficient 
attention is not given to the technica] details. 
Temperatures are not observed. Butter may 
be handled in hot weather from the creameries 
to the railway, and on the railway without 
ice oí without refrigerator in transit. i 
cannot account for what is wrong. All I 
know is that something is wrong, and very 
much so, as compared with what other 
countries are doing. 

Potatoes which came from Northern Ireland 
I recently found to be filled with rubbish in 
the bottom and good ones on top. The 
exporter’s name was op the sacks. Jhen, 
again;.some more were the best I had this 
season.—Yours, etc.,

~ CORK’S TRADE. 

Dealing with the Port of Cork separately, 
the report states that they found reactions of 
the world depression. During the year 1930- 
51 the export of general goods amounted to 
86,000 tons, as compared with 121,000 tons 
for the previous year,..a decrease of 35,000 
tons. Under the same heading, however, 
there was a decrease of 44,000 tons in imports, 
which shows that the falling off in imports 
has greater than that in exports.

Having 
put up the price when the market was firm, 
retailers should not hesitate to give con- 
sumers the benefit of the expected reduction, 
since a reasonable price means freer trade. 
As I have stated already, there is no 
shortage of potatoes in the Irish Free State, 
and there is now, apparently, no danger of 
a Scarcity being created through available 
supplies being exported.

OBITUARY. 


MR. LYTTON STRACHEY. 

The death occurred on Thursday of Mr. 
Lytton Strachey, the author, at Inkpen, Berk- 
shire. Mr. Strachey, who had been ill for 
some time, was born on March 1, 1880, a son 
of the late Sir Richard Strachey. He was 
educated at Trinity College, Cambridge. 

He published in 1912 “ Landmarks in 
French Literature,” and followed this in 1918 
with “ Eminent Victorians,” a book of four 
biographies which earped for him the reputa- 
tion of one of the mést ironical writers of his 
day.

Some Winter 
Birds of 
Co. Dublin. 


NEED FOR 


IN IRELAND. 


HE varied nature of the country around 
Dublin, with its wide, sandy shores, 
low sweeping hills and mountains, and 

the bold promontories of Howth and Bray, 
ermits of great diversity in the local bird 
ife. Even at this forbidding season, when 
many kinds have fled in search of warmer 
climes and easier conditions of life, there 1s 
much to see and note, and thousands of 
sturdy migrants from the harsh northlands 
have filled the places of the absentees. 
There is a decided tendency among the sea- 
birds to come ashore, and the sands and mud- 
flats at low tide are thronged with gulls and 
waders. The wind-swept wintry fields are 
scoured by flocks of fieldfares and redwings, 
and murmurous hordes of starlings patrol the 
countryside with voracious and unceasing 
vigilance. 

Although these are but the commoner kinds 

which may be seen during any country ramble, 

there are others rarer and more beautiful 
which grace the stripped woods and bare 
meadows, and bring something of their 
bright colour and charm to the nakedness of 
the land. Some of the more conspicuous are 
the redpolls and siskins, both of which occur 
in small flocks or parties of a few pairs. 

Jt is sad to think that so many of these 

delightful little creatures fall victims to the 

bird-catchers, and end their days in tiny 
cages among the back streets of our towns 
anc. villages. 

Although the siskin is sufficiently rare, it 
is to be seen in certain favoured spots, one of 
which is Glendalough. There the little birds 
may be found, especially near the Seven 
Churches. The gregarious instinct prevails 
among goldfinches as well, and occasionally 
flocks of these lovely birds are to be found 
where thistles and other seed-bearing plants 
are withering in the commons and along 
by the sides of the fields. There are indica- 
tions that goldfinches are on the increase, 
and they are even becoming common in some 
localities. The collective term for a number 
of goldfinches is a “charm,” and it is 
difficult to imagine a more suitable title. 
Greenfinches, chaffinches and linnets are other 
species that assemble together during the 
hard times of winter, and render immense 
service to the farmers by gleaning the seeds 
of weeds and noxious plants in the headlands 


and sides of the fields. 
A FEATHERED PIRATE. 


While thus engaged they often fall a ready 
prey to that pirate of the open country, the 
sparrow hawk, which sweeps over the hedge- 
top and strikes and bears away its victim 
almost before the bewildered flock has gained 
the sanctuary of the thick thorns or brambles. 
From time to time a brambling may be seen, 
whose richly hued plumage at once dis- 
tinguishes it from the dowdier finches with 
which it associates usually. Several years ago 
one took up its residence in my garden in 
Blackrock, where it fed daily with a small 
company of sparrows and chaffinches. 
Bramblings are much more numerous some 
years, and I do not recollect one since 
that time. Now that the trees and 
shrubs have lost their leaves, the 
smaller birds are far easier to espy, 
and the tiny goldcrests, that evade detection 
so easily during the summer months, may be 
observed flitting about the branches like little 
yellow-green mice. Not that they are shy— 
far from it—but their wee forms escape 
notice in the tall trees and thick shrubs 
for which they have affectioh. “Goldcrests 
nearly always band together in winter, and 
I have seen twenty or more of the companion- 
able birdlings together, high up among the 
big Douglas firs in the Powerscourt demesne. 
A very large number come across to us 
from more northerly latitudes, and it is 
awesome to think of such frail balls of feather 
braving the rigours of the North Sea in 
winter The severe winter of 1915 almost ex- 
terminated these little birds in the South of 
Ireland, and for a year or so after | saw none. 
Millions’ of birds must have perished that 
year. Large birds, as fieldfares and redwings, 
died in every snow-covered field; and it was 
a _ heart-breaking sight duting a 
walk in ‘the country to se the 
peor creatures hopelessly  § quartering 
the barren ground. Green plover, for all their 
hardiness, succumbed, or, at any rate, fied 
the country. Certainly 1 saw none the 
winter through. This autumn, at any rate, 
has been most favourable to bird life, and the 
woods and fields seem as populous as in the 
height of summer. In a mild winter, as this, 
a certain number of migrants take a sporting 
chance and remain with us all through the 
winter, and on several occasions in past years 
I have found a blackcap flitting around my 
currant bushes in November or December. 


WOOD PIGEONS. 


A local bird that has increased enormously 
in recent years is the wood pigeon, or wood 
quest, and most woods or wooded meadow 
seem to harbour a few. Large flocks are to 
be found in many places, and their wariness 
and thick feathers save them from the sports- 
man or the irate farmer whose crops they 
have despoiled earlier in the year. agpies, 
after a great increase, appear to be on the 
down grade, at least near Dublin. Extensive 
isoning on certain estates has caused the 
downfall of many, and one eye-witness 
described to me a field where the wretched 
birds lay dead in swathes. Still a fair 
number survive, and vex the suburbs with 
their noisy chatter. 

A very lovely migrant may be met with 
by ramblers along the seashore or sandy 
dunes, as the North Bull. This is the snow 
bunting, who occasionally condescends to ap- 
pear in full winter dress of spotless white, 
with sharply contrasting wings of jetty black. 
Many of the snow buntings retain much of 
their summer plumage, and the complete 
change is rather uncommon so far south. The 
West Pier at Kingstown is a summer haunt 
of the birds, and a few pair are on view from 
time to time. Since the Bull been de- 
clared a sanctuary as may be less disturbed 
and, perhaps, indu to prolong their stay 
with us. 

But such sanctuaries as the Bull are useful 


only to seabirds and wader and if our

native birds and animals are to survive why 
not apportion some oí the natural forests, as 
the oak woods in Wicklow, for their use, and 
have some wide stretches of country set 
apart where even harmless pedestrians would 
be discouraged. 

The wide shores of Dublin Bay and the 
extensive mud flats thereon attract a very 
large range of sea and shore birds, with many 
members of the duck and geese tribes. The 
common scoter is as sure to arrive as winter, 
and small flocks of this hardy swimmer may 
be seen hobbing about, far beyond the surf 
around JBooterstown and Merrion Strand, 
Common also is the dainty widgeon, whose 
weird, whistling cry is often heard in the 
darkness as the flocks fly to their nocturnal 
feeding grounds. On the Clontarf side of the 
Bay they are often numerous, and let them- 
selves be approached fairly close. Long-tailed 
and pin-tail ducks frequent the same localities, 
so several good naturalists have informed 
me, but I have never been so fortunate as to 
discover such beautiful birds on my own sea- 
side rambles. , 

Bewick’s swan is a visitor as well, albeit 
a rare one. There are too many persons about 
for the shy creatures, and their stay is 
usually very short. I noticed ome 
a few years ago in a salt-flavoured meadow 
near Booterstown. There it stayed for nearly 
a week, and apparently no one attempted to 
molest it, although it could be seen clearly 
from the road and the tops of passing trams. 
The same meadows are rich in bird life. 
Oyster-catchers are almost of daily occurrence, 
and herons frequent, I have seen as many as 
six flap away when startled by a passing 
train. Coots and moor hens pick their 
nervous steps among the rushes and drains, 
while a depressing little pond usually boasts 
its brace or two of dabchicks. 


GAGGLES OF GEESE. 


In the red of the evening, gaggles of wild 
geese often fiv down to the shores. Their 
flight is always very high, and it is difficult 
to state to what species they belong. Most 
likely they are brent, as the barnacle is 
much rarer, and the white-fronted goose 
usually patronises the inland bogs. Grey lag 
geese are often to be found in the marshes 
between Killiney and Bray, but they are 
so wary that it is next to impossible 
to approach them. They are all grand birds 
and their wild free flight and sonorous 
cries seem part and parcel of the desolate 
wintry shores. 

Such smaller waders as little stints, 
dunlins, and redshanks, are common as are 
bar-tailed godwits and knots, while whim- 
brels on their winter migrations make an 
occasional appearance. The waders are a most 
unsatisfactory group. They are all very diffi- 
cult to make out on the wet shining sands, 
AE” in winter, when the visibility is 
ad so often, and a good glass is invaluable 
to the watcher. Indeed the raw cold sands 
make the addition of another kind of good 
glass very welcome, even necessary, if the 
observations are to continue without injury 
to the health of the naturalist. In the Saat 
times there is a strong inclination among 
the gulls not only to come inshore, but even 
far inland, a habit that seems to be on the 
increase. 


Daily I 


see the gulls flving inland or 
hungrily patrolling the fields and almost 
every day they raid the fowl run of a 
neighbour, where they bolt the scraps in- 
tended for the rightful inhabitants. It is 
said that this habit of levying toll has become 
extended to root crops, and that in Scotland 
the farmers have suffered severely from the 
depredations of roving galls. However, the 
birds devour such incredible quantities of 
worms and grubs that they must pay for 
their keep miany times over. 

Whether the locality does not suit them or 
the water is too shallow for their purposes, I 
do not know, but the divers seem rather un- 
common, while the great northern diver 
usually keeps to the deeper waters. Those 
who are sharp eyed may espy it far out 
sometimes. Because of its affection for swift 
running waters and currents the natives of 
the Western Isles of Scotland call this bird 
by a (saelic term, which means shepherd of 
the vide rips. For those that have eyes 
Dublin is rich in bird life, and the pleasures 
of a winter’s walk may be increased greatly 
by watching for the rarer varieties of our 


native birds.

STRONG SIDE TO OPPOSE HOME 
XI. IN FINAL TRIAL.

HE following team has been selected to 
represent the Anglo-Irish v. Home Irish 
in the final trial at Londonbridge road on 
February 6th:—F. B. Moynihan (Notting- 
hamshire); B. J. Daly (Army), Lt.-Omdr. 
A. E. Phillips (Royal Navy); J. N. Peatt 
(Nik-e-Vols), Lt. T. H. Ely (Army), Capt. 
M. H. Cork (Army); W. A. Brown (Mid- 
Surrey), T. Parslow (Army), R. W. Tydd- 
Uhapman (Teddington), Lt. W. C. Cook 
(Army), H. L. Stack (Army). 

The first thing that strikes one about the 
team is the fact that no new centre-forward 
has been unvarthed in England this year, 
and it looks as if we will be in the same 
difficulties with that position as we were last 
year. Tvdd-Chapman showed a definite 
falling off in form, and MacDonogh was not 
altogether satisfactory when tried there, but 
if Tydd-Chapman shows anything like his old 
form, he is certain to get his place. At 
his best, Tydd-Chapman is a hard-working 
and thrustful leader, who is always worrying 
the backs by his quick and persistent follow- 
ing-up; but last vear he could hardly last 
out an international match to the end, and 
he will probably find the same difficulty this 
year. hope, however, that the selectors 
will pick him for the centre position and not 
inside-right, where he has too much tackling 
back to do to make him effective near goal. 


A FAST FORWARD LINE. 


If the Teddington man is in scoring form 
he should get plenty of chances, for the rest 
of the line is’ exceptionally fast, with two 
experienced inside forwards in Cook and 
Parslow. Brown and Stack have far more 
speed than any two wings playing in this 
country, and, with Cook beside him to make 
openings, Stack may be particularly 
dangerous, provided he does not take the 
ball too far down, as he was inclined to do 
last year. Cook, judging by his form for 
the Aldershot Command, is playing as well, 
if not better, than ever this season, and is 
scoring a lot of goals. Parslow, too, has 
been showing splendid form for the same 
side, though he has generally been playing 
centre-forward, Taken all round, this line is 
more dangerous and much faster than any- 
thing we can field over here, and should 
provide a stiff test for our halves and backs. 


EXPERIENCED HALVES. 


The half-back line is very experienced, all 
three having represented Ireland on several 
occasions, and have also played for the 
Anglo-Irish in this trial more than once. 
Ely, in matches he played over here round 
about Christmas, seemed slower than hefore, 
but he always reaches his best in inter- 
nationals, and seems fairly certain to get on 
again. Even if Cork is playing, I doubt if 
the ‘selectors will consider him before 
Macdonald, but Peatt should have a good 
chance of getting another cap, for Coulson 
may be considered too young for international 
hockey. Peatt’s unorthodox methods have 
never found great favour with the selectors. 
yet on his day he can look better than 
almost any otber right half in the game. 

A CHANCE FOR PHILLIPS. 

_ The defence is the same as last year’s, and 
if it proves as sound as it did on that 
oceasion, the visitors will win again. Many 
base thought that Phillips, after his 
rilliantly clever game on that occasion, was 
unlucky to be passed over in favour of 
O'Donoghue. The latter justified himself ‘in 
the big matches. but if Phillips shows the 
same form on February 6th he will stand 
a better chance of getting on. since 
O'Donoghue is not showing anything like 
his old form this season, Daly is a sound 
player, of a rugged, hard-hitting type, but 
the frequency with which he is penalised 
in the circle has told against him in the past. 
and alse his clearances are not placed with 
much care or discretion. With Greenfield out of 
the arena, Moynihan will -probably start 
favourite for goal, but he has two useful 
opponents in Coates and Prowse, both of 
whom are safer, if not capable of rising to 
the same heights as the old Trinity player.

More than once, indeed, those responsible 
for this mighty enterprise must have 
approached near despair. Even now, the ser- 
vice in its first few months must be regarded 
as experimental. Not so easily will Africa 
submit to the sovereignty of the flying 
machines ; hidden in the future are, doubtless, 
many problems which will need determination 
and quick, purposeful action in their solution. 
But the portents are favourable. 
Soon, from end to end of the Continent, 
will stretch a chain of thoroughly draimed 
aerodromes, where human skill and persever- 
ance will maintain safe landing places for 
the incoming and outgoing air liners.

A flight over wildest Africa, particularly at 
this time of year, is inevitably marked by 
heavy storms and violent changes of wind 
direction, which hamper navigation; but 
McIntosh, a veteran pilot, who suffered the 
newspaper nickname of '“ Bad Weather ” 
McIntosh during his long period of service 
on the cross-Channel air lines, was seldom at 
fault. Aided by a turn-and-bank indicator, 
which gave instant warning of inadvertent 
changes of direction or of flying attitude, he 
steered from start to finish a good course, and | 
it is, perhaps, significant that the only time 
when the travellers lost their way was when 
they tried to follow the track atross the 
desert. 
All through the flight engine and aeroplane 
behaved perfectly. Nothing other than usual 
routine maintenance was given to the engine, 
which back to Stag lane firing on the 
same plugs that were fitted for the start.

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MUSICAL LECTURE COURSE

TELEPRINTER EXCHANGE 
SERVICE AT HAND. 


Sir Kingsley Wood, the British Post- 
master-General, speaking at the annual 
dinner of the Insurance Institute at 
Birmingham last night, said that the Post 
Office hoped to introduce, in a few 
months, remarkable new service, which 
was the result of the work and skill of 
British inventors. It was known technic- 
ally as the teleprinter exchange service. 
It was talking in print, and was some- 
what of a modern miracle. It might well 
prove to be one of the most important 
systems in modern business. 

“The new method would enable letters, 
reports, or any kind of message to be 
typewritten automatically between the 
offices of any two telephone subscribers at 
any distance from one another, who had 
teleprinter machines installed. The 
typist in one office would type the 


taneously on both machines, so that both 
subscribers would have a complete typed 
record of all the communications ex- 
changed, The speed at which tue message 
could be sent was that at which the 
average typist worked. 

It was gratifying to know there was a 
remarkable safeguard against wrong con- 
nections. After ringing up the desired 


message, would be able to press a key on 
his machine, called the ‘‘ who are 
vou ?”’ key, and the distant machine would 
at once transmit back its own exchange 
and number.
